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Hearing Called for EBMUD Hill Reservoir 


"Survey' of 
Police Dept. 
Underway 


The Albany~City Council today 
has granted the East. Bay Municipal 
Utility District a “courtesy” hearing 
to allow water company officials to 
present further information on their 
proposal to construct a 77,000,000 
bany Hill. 

Action was taken at the request 
of John W. McFarland, general 
manager of EBMUD who pointed 
out that water district officials feel 
they should have the same right to 
a hearing as realtor C. H. Eccles- 
ton did tor his proposal to level the 
hill to construct a 300-home real 
estate development, 


The hearing will be held during 


the regular Council meeting on 
Monday, June 29, c 
Mayor Lewis Howell: explained 


that although “the Council is op- 


posed to the reseryoir plan” the 
hearing should be granted, 
Councilman Jerome Blank said 


that the Planning Commission had 
already spent a lot of time on the 
plan and concluded that the reser- 
voir would endanger people of Al- 
bany and forever block any plans 
for the hill’s development.
